ASPERGER, WILHILMINE G. BARTELS ASPERGER, and any other 
immigration records for ASPERGER's born in Prussia. 

4. Court records: Civil and Criminal; also Bankruptcies 

5. Land records: mortgages, deeds, etc. 

6. Church records for Riley and Terre Haute for the church 
listed on the enclosed pretecerptes-ef—tke baptismal 


and confirmation records of WILHILMINE EMILIE ASPERGER, 
my wife's maternal grandmother. 
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Please check the indexes for the Federal census of 1870- 
1880-1900(if available). I read that part of the 1890 Indiana 
census records were saved from the fire. Are Vigo's included? 

If you have Indiana indexes for the 1875-1885-1895-1905 decennial 
years, I'd like them checked as well. If films are not available 
there, I can order them from our local library. 


Next, I'd like to have some background information on the 
places where the ASPERGER*s are listed in the city directories 
as having worked, including: Keyes & Sykes Hub & Spoke, Keyes 
Mfr., American Wheel Co., T.H. Carriage & Buggy, A.E. Herman 
Carriage & Buggy. I assume these may all be the same place 
over a period of two decades or more. I'd also like to know 
something about the Stahl-Urban company. 


Is there a possibility that some records(cemetery or church) 
may be at Riley(Lockport) which are not in the county records 
available at T.H.? It occurred to me that a number of ASPEEGERS 
may be buried at Riley. 


Are there any T.H. newspapers dating back to 1875 which 
are available for research? Any German language newspapers 
for the same period? Do you know where I can get an early 
(c. 1900) map of T.H.? 


That should do it for now. What you find and send will 
trigger more requests, I know. I hope you have success in 
filling in some of the many blanks which currently exist in 
my file on my wife's grandmother's immediate family.
